Indulgences were uſed but lately 
when the People began to be a- 
fraid of Purgatory : a notable Te- 
ſtimony , ſhewing that both In- 
dulgences and Purgatory are new 
inventions. 

Even in the year 1517, when 
Zeo the Tenth, ſent Indulgences 
to be Sold in Germany,this ſeemed 
fo New and was fo Heinouſly ta- 
ken,that the Officers were forced 
tohide their Heads and run away. 
The public Indignation was ſuch 
that it made great part of Germa- * 
ny, to leave the Communion of 
the Roman Church. 

The Tranſabftantiation is of no 
elder Date than the Council of 
{ ateran , called by Znxocent the 
III. It was not decreed in any 
Council before, and thoſe Barba- 
fous, Hideous terms of eating 
God, and making God,- were not 
uſed in the Church for Twelve 
hundred years. Neither was the 
Sacrament carried in Proceſſion, 
nor worſhipped. Neither was 
known 
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known the Caute a Miſſe , the di- 
rections what 15 to be done. when 


- God is eaten by the Mice, or 


grown mouldy, or vomiied by a 
quealy Stomach. 

Of the Prayer to Saints allo, 
there is no mention tn the antient 
Fathers, nor of making Vows to 
them, nor of diſtribution of Oft- 
ficers among them, nor of 19a- 
king one Patron of Smiths, ano- 
ther af Carpenters, another of 
Midwives, another of Hogs, ano- 
ther of Dogs. Neither was tneHoly 
Virgin made the Mother of Grace, 
nor the Queen of Heaven, nor ex- 
alted above her Son, nor the Pa- 
troneſs of Frazxce,as She was made 
1n our Memory,and poor St. Denis 
put out of Office, Neither were 
ten times more Prayers and Of- 


 ferings made to the Mother than 


to the Son. Neither did the Popes 
take upon them to canonize 
Sxints, and command them to be 
prayed to, Neither was the Sa- 


crament of our Communion with 
C 2 Ci vt 
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Chriſt and His Members cele- 
brated without Communicants, 
and from a Sacrament turned to 
a Sacrifice. Neither was the pub- 
lic ſervice celebratedina Tongue 
unknown to the People. Neither 
was holy Water uſed to drive 
out the Devil , nor Beads to tell 
Pater's and Aves by number. 
The Church hath laſted Eight 
hundred years after Chriſt, (that 
I ſay nota thouſand) without any 
of theſe Corruptions. And as for 
the pretended Power of the Pope, 
to depole Princes,it began at Gre- 
gory the VII.contemporary to//1l- 
{iam the Conqueror , who. deſpi- 
ſed his aſſumed Authority, Cer- 
tainly the Church of Roxze 1n our 
days,is more unlike to the Church 
of Rome of a Thouſand years ago, ' 
than the Jewiſþ Church in Chr:iſf's 
time, was to that in Moſes's time. 
So of the Church of Rome, (as it is 
now ) we may fay with more 
ground than Chri/t to the Scribes 
Matt-15-6. and Phariſces, Zou have made the 


commana.- 
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commanament of God of noxe ef- 
fect by your Tradition, 

In that Church there are no 
remains of Antiquity,but ſo much 
as they hold with the Prorteftants. 
It 15not ſhewing a Liſt of Popes 
in Picture that will juſtify their 
Antiquity, unleſs they ſhew that 
the Laſt maintain the ſame Do- 
frine as the Firſt, without Super-

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Zndies , there is no Province 
where Popery isthe only Religi- 
on, And what is that compared 
to all the Churches of the Weſt 


- and the North and the South ? 


In the Dominions of the Czar of 
Moſcovia , only there are more 
Chriſtians that acknowledg not 
the Pope, than the Pope can mu- 
ſter of his Adherents in all the 
World. 

It by Unity they mean Union, 
before they can boaſt of it, they 
muſt reconcile theGuides of their 
Church, the Franciſcans and the 
Dominicans, which all the Popes 
intwo or three Centuries of years 
could not perform ; and they 
muſt wipe off from the Feſwits, 
all the Dirt which the Janſeniſts 
have caſt upon them. Our very 
Experience in Zxgland will con- 
fute their fond pretence of Unity. 


' For we ſee the bitter Inveaives

For Holineſs, Rome their Mo- 
ther Church is ſo far from it, 
that if Sodom: ſtood, they might 
contend one with onother for the 
Garland of Unholineſs. Rome is 
the link of all impoſture and vi- 
lany; her own Hiſtorians, Secre- 
taries of Popes, will aver it. In 
the Hiſtories of Pagax Tyrants 
you ſhall not find ſo many Mon- 
ſters of Luxury and Wickednels, 
as the Annals of the Popes aftord 
inthe ninth and tenth Centuries;
